Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 3, a comprehensive search of prior art of record failed to disclose, 
either alone or in combination, a communication system for broadcasting a channel 
signal, the system comprising: a detection receiver for receiving a channel signal having 
a modulated carrier for communicating first messages using a first spreading code and 
communicating second messages using a second spreading code; a transmitter for 
broadcasting the channel signal by modulating a carrier by the first spread spectrum 
signal during a first time period and by the second spread spectrum signal during the 
second time period, and a first code receiver for receiving the first message during the 
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first time period, the transmitter communicating to tlie detection receiver and to the first 
code receiver during the first time period, the transmitter selectively communicating to 
the detection receiver and not the first code receiver during the second time period.
